IS GOING TO PIECES, 


Trouble in Brazil W liieh May Result 
in the Disinteg ration of the 
Republic. 


Three of the Most Important Prov­ 
inces of the Country Declare 
Their Independence. 


L ondon 
, Nov. 
1 1.—A dispatch juat re­ 
ceived here from Pernam buco says that the 
Province of Graopana has declared ita inde­ 
pendence of the Brazilian republic and that 
the Province of Bahia is expected also to 
throw of the yoke of alleg iance to the re­ 
public. This action fa due to dissatisfaction 
at the assum ption of dictatorial powers by 
President Fonseca. 
The Province of Pernam buco has joined 
the province oi Rio G rande de Sul iu de­ 
claring its independence. Great excitem ent 
prevails in Rio de Janerio and throug hout 
Brazil. 
It is reported here to-nig ht that 
M arshal da Fonseca has been inform ed that 
he is suffering from a disease which must 
soon cause his death and th at be has an­ 
nounced his willing ness to resig n the reins 
of power. 
The German population of Kio Grande de 
Sul is reported to be org anizing ita armed 
bodies of men on the plan ot the Dutch 
settlers ot South Africa, and to be deter­ 
m ined to defend the independence ot their 
new state. 
The troops under the com m and 
of M arshal da Fonseca are said to have 
been ordered to move upon Rio Grande de 
Sul. 
This report, however, is not believed 
here, as it fa understood th at the dictator 
has been warned by his most trusted ad­ 
mirers to do everything possible to avoid 
bloodshed. 
A still later rum or has it that 
there has been a confliit 
w ith 1111011 loss o r live 
between the supporters of the g overnm ent 
and the colonists who have just declared 
(heir independence. 
The province of Rio 
Grande de Sul has declared its independ­ 
ence, and a* it fa reported that this inde­ 
pendent territory includes about 59,990 
fig hting Germans am ong ita population, j 
the revolution there is undoubtedly serious. ! 
There had been fig hting in the province of ' 
Rio Grande de Sul, but tbe teleg raph wires 
leading from the supposed scene of the 
fig hting having been cut some lime m ust 
elap&e before definite news g ets even so far 
as Rio de Janeiro. 
M erchants and others in this city inter­ 
ested in the finance* or trade of Brazil are 
doing their utm ost to obtain some kind of 
inform ation from tbeir ag ents in Brszil, 
but their efforts do not seem to be meeting 
with m uch success. 
Late this afternoon, 
however, the announcem ent was made that 
at least another province—Pernam buco— 
had revolted ag ainst the dictation of Mar­ 
shal da Fonseca, and had declared itself 
independent of tbe g overnm ent as now 
constituted. 
By the same source it became 
known th at at least two other provinces 
were on the verg e of declaring their inde­ 
pendence, and rum or also had it that the 
“ restoration” party held sway in on# of the 
revolted districts. 
This report, which cornea from Bahia, 
may have its orig in in im|>eriaiist circles; 
but be tbat how it may, the situation ot at­ 
ta in would seen 1 to indicate a long and 
bloody civil war in the near future, the 
overthrow of Da Fonsecas dictatorship, 
and the establishm ent in Brazil ot a num ­ 
ber of separate republics som ewhat sim ilar 
to those ot South A-rica.

IS GOING TO PIECES, 


Trouble in Brazil VI liich May Besuit 
in the Disiuteff ration of the 
Republic. 


Three of the Most Important Prov­ 
inces of the Country Declare 
Their Independence. 


London, Nov. l l . —A dispatch just re­ 
ceived here from Pernam buco says that the 
Province of G raopana hasdeclared its inde­ 
pendence of the Brazilian republic and that 
the Province of B ahia is expected also to 
throw of the yoke of allegiance to the re­ 
public. This action is due to dissatisfaction 
at the assum ption of dictatorial powers by 
President Fonseca. 
The Province of Pernam buco has joined 
the province oi Rio Grande de Sui in de­ 
claring its independence. Great excitem ent 
prevails in Rio de Janerio and throughout 
Brazil. 
It is reported here to-night that 
M arshal da Fonseca has been inform ed that 
he is suffering front a disease which must 
soon cause his death and that he ha* an­ 
nounced his willingness to resign the reins 
of power. 
The German population of Rio Grande de 
Sui is reported to be organizing its armed 
bodies of men on the plan of the Dutch 
settlers of South Africa, and to be deter­ 
mined to defend the independence of their 
new state. 
The trooym under the com m and 
of M arshal da Fonseca are said to have 
been ordered to move upon Rio Grande de 
Sui. 
This report, however, is not believed 
here, as it is understood th at the dictator 
has been warned by his most trusted ad­ 
mirers to do everything possible to avoid 
bloodshed. A still later rum or has it that 
there has been a conflict 
WITH SERIOUS LO*.* OE LIVE 
between the supporters of the governm ent 
and the colonists who have just declared 
their independence. 
'Hie province of Rio 
Grande de Sui has declared its independ­ 
ence, and as it is reported that this inde­ 
pendent territory includes about 50,(JOO 
fighting Germans am ong its population, 
the revolution there is undoubtedly serious. 
Tfiere had been fighting in the province of 
Rio Grande de Sui, but the telegraph wires 
leading from the supposed scene of the 
fighting having been cut some tim e must 
elapse before definite new** gets even bo far 
as Rio de Janeiro. 
M erchants aud others in tilts city inter­ 
ested in the finance* or trade of Brazil are 
doing their utm ost to obtain some kind of 
inform ation from their agents in Brazil, 
but their efforts do not seem to be meeting 
with much success. 
Late this a;ternoon, 
however, the announcem ent was made that 
at least another province—-Pernambuco— 
had revolted against the dictation of M ar­ 
shal da Fonseca, and had declared itself 
independent of the governm ent as now 
constituted. 
By the same source it became 
known th at at least two other provinces 
were on the verge of declaring their inde- 
pendenee, and rum or also bad it that the 
’•restoration" party held sway in one of the 
revolted districts. 
This report, which cornea from Bahia, 
may have it* origin in im perialist circles; 
but be that bow it may, the situation ol al­ 
lairs would seem to indicate a long aud 
bloody civil war in the near (uture, the 
overthrow of Ira Fonseca's dictators bi p. 
and the establishm ent in Brazil of a num ­ 
ber of separate republics som ewhat sim ilar 
to those of Couth A.fica.

Advices from various parts of 
Orisua, a provinoe of India, iii Bengal, 
state th a t the cyclone passed over that sec­ 
tion of the country and did great damage. 
The eastern part of the province lies along 
the shores of the bay of Bengal and tho* 
section was therefore exposed to the full 
fury of the gale, which gained terrific force 
as it swept across the bay. 
The cyclone 
cleared a path through the forest* uproot­ 
ing gigantic tree* and hurling them a*ide 
rn though they were reeds. No house could 
stand the terrible energy of the gale, and 
every «f welling or other structure within 
the f*alh of the cyclone was either sw ept 
from its foundations or literallv picked up, 
tunned over and deported at tom e distance 
from the place where it had originally 
stood.

He told 
us that if our metropolitan highways 
were formed into one continuous line 
we could xvalk along it from London 
to Land’s End and thence across the 
Atlantic Ocean to the mouth of the 
Gulf of St. Lawrence, or in the oppo­ 
site direction could cross Europe and 
drop into Asia far beyond the Ural 
Mountains. He affirmed that every 
Londoner is daily supplied with near­ 
ly twenty-five ga llons of xx ater convey­ 
ed through pipes of a united length of 
4,760 miles. Sewerage is not a sa vory 
subject, and we are not much inter­ 
rested at being told that the London 
sewers measure about eighty miles in 
length, but we xvere distinctly gratified 
at hearing that the mortality of the 
metropolis had decreased from 80 per 
thousand in 1690 to 19.8 per thou­ 
sand in 1890.

The curio us co nveyance, the shaggy 
co ated, 
lo ng-tailed chestnut po ny 
which drew it, the pretty ro ad by the 
sw’iit and sparkling Ogwen, the nar­ 
ro w'valley, hemmed in o n either side 
by steep fir-o lad hills, the higher mo un­ 
tain ranges a t the head o f the vale, 
bine and elo udlike in the distance, 
were all so new to her. Mrs. Mo ssero p 
heartily welco med Master Paul’s child, 
as she called Mabel, and again and 
again drew her husband’s attentio n 
to the stro ng likeness she bo re to her 
po ur lo st father. The o ld fo lks had a

E X P E R T COUNTERFEITING. 


O n e 
Man W ho M ade an d P a s s e d 
O v er a Millio n D o llars. 
Perhaps the mo st surprising curio s­ 
ities in the Treasury scrap-bo o k are 
pro o fs o f certain plates which appear 
to have had their surfaces scratched 
and battered to the utm o st po ssible 
extent, says a co rrespo ndent o f the 
St. 
Lo uis 
Glo be-Demo erat, 
The 
plates were tho se o f the famo us 7-30 
bo nds, executed by Charles H. Smith 
and printed by Charles Bro ckway, 
which were the o ccasio n o f a great 
lawsuit against the Go vernment. Such 
wo rks o f a rt were they th at no ques­ 
tio n o f their genuineness was raided 
until Jay Co o ke and Co . fo rwarded 
$84,000 wo rth o f them to the Treas­ 
ury here fo r redemptio n. 
Altho ugh 
Mr. Casilear declared them co unter­ 
feits, it was claimed th at they must 
have been printed fro m the o riginal 
plates made by the Treasury, and o n 
the strength o f that assumptio n suit 
was bro ught by Jay Co o ke & Co . 
against the Go vernment. 
The cause 
was lo st by the plaintiffs, ho wever. 
Smith was undo ubtedly the mo st 
remarkable fo rger th at ever lived, lo r 
twenty years, while leading a life o f 
the utm o st apparent respectability, 
he pro duced co unterfeit after co unter­ 
feit o f the mo st marvelo us character, 
bo th o f no tes and bo nds, fro m $.">0 to 
$1,000. 
Pro bably no t less than $1,- 
000,000 o f im itatio n mo ney o f ttda 
manufacture fo und its way into circu­ 
latio n. 
It was o nly thro ugh the dis­ 
co very o f his asso ciatio n with the no ­ 
to rio us plate printer, Bro ckway, him­ 
self a marvelo us expert in his line, 
th a t Smith was arreste« ! in 1881 at 
42 Herkimer street, Bro o klyn. Thus 
was bro ken up o ne o f the mo st dan­ 
gero us co mbinatio ns against the na­ 
tio nal finances that have everexisted. 
Smith and Bro ckway did all they 
co uld to give evidence against o ne an­ 
o ther, each fo r the sake o f securing 
his o wn immunity fro m punishment, 
after the manner o f co unterfeiters, 
who invariably, w hen they are caught, 
turn traito rs to their co mrades. 


S a v e d by a D o g . 
A rather curio us anecdo te is related 
o f Ro uget de 1’Isle, the co mpo ser o f 
the “Marseillaise,’ who was the so n 
o f a lawyer at Lo ns-le-Saunier. When 
a mere bo y, abo ut 2 years o f age, be 
o ne day left the ho use uno bserved by 
anyo ne except Ca*sar, the o ld ho use­ 
do g. One o f the gypsy wo men, who 
were passing a t the time, struck by 
his beauty and elegance o f his attire, 
suddenly seized him, and wrapping 
him in her apro n hurried away as fast 
as she co uld. The do g reco gnized the 
cries o f the child, rushed arter the 
wo man and seized her by the kg anti 
co mpelled her to dro p the burden. 
By this time the who le no use ho d been 
aro used, and yo ung Ro uget’s parents 
and the servants came up, delivered 
the bo y and had the wo man arrested.

“Hello ,Cad! W hat are yo u eating?’ 
“To o thpick.” 
“T hat all?” 


S o w in g A fter P lo w ing . 
Land needs rest. So il requires stir­ 
ring and then abso lute rest. This is 
o ne o f the secrets o f successful farm­ 
ing. Business men o f tiiis century 
never take rest, and the farmers wish 
to run their land alo ng in the same 
way. They demand th at it sho uld be 
paying all o f the time, and it 6eems 
o nly to be paying when it is gro wing 
so mething. No w land is o ften paying 
the best interest o n itself when it is 
resting abso lutely. 
One great fault o f Eastern 
anti 
Western firm lands is no t lack o f rich­ 
ness and fertility, strictly speaking, 
but the lo ek o f readily available plant 
’o o d. The fo o d is in the so il in abun­ 
dance, but it is no t yet ready fo r the 
plants to use. All vegetables have to 
deco mpo se and then pass thro ugh a 
:hemical pro cess and mix with the 
» o il to be in the best co nditio n to feed 
the plants. This pro cess is perfo rmed 
by trie air, rain and sunshine. These 
three must co mbine to bring the land 
into the pro per co nditio n fo r seeds. 
In the fall the co rn-stubble field, o r 
the grass lo t is turned o ver with the 
plo w', and the wheat so wn upo n it 
mmediately. In the first place the 
io rn has made a heavy demand upo n 
the strength o f the so il, and has pro b­ 
ably exhausted all o f the available 
plant fo o d in it. Jt is no t reaso nable 
:ben to suppo se th at the wheat can 
o e gro wn immediately o n the same 
and. Mo re manure and fertilizers? 
No , th a t is no t what the so il nee*ls. 
It is rest. A two weeks’ lest will do 
mo re go o d to it than to ns o f fertili­ 
sers. Blo w the so il tho ro ughly, and 
rhen let it rest so th at the actio n o f 
rhe sun, rain and air may go o n un- 
nterruptedly. The particles o f so il 
ire lo o sely thro wn to gether, and the 
air gets far do wn into the subso il. 
The rains so ak thro ugh it, and the 
Bin warms and heats it by turns. 
No time is so go o d fo r this as the 
September sun and weather. The 
run is still ho t, and even during the 
» arly part o f Octo ber, and the co o l, 
no ist 
nights 
give the 
necessary 
p asture. Deco mpo sitio n and nitri- 
icatio n go o n rapidly, and the so il 
mpro ves as rapidly under this rest as 
» wo rn-o ut bo o kkeeper do es when 
eft in the co untry to do no thing but 
*est m the summer time. 
Even grass land is greatly impro ved 
jy this pro cess which makes fo o d 
ivailable to plants. Abo ve all do 
lo t plo w to -day and so w to -mo rro w, 
l’he so il is given uo chance then to Te­ 
mperate. 
D o n ’t P lo w for W heat. 
Plo wing fo r wheat is the o rder o f 
the day, says M. E. King, in Practical 
Farmer. On almo st every farm the 
plo w has been started o r will in a few 
Jays. Plo wing fo r wheat seems to 
have beco me a fixed habit with the 
average farmer. Farmers agree that 
with 
an average cro p at present 
prices, there is no mo ney in raising 
wheat, and yet a large majo rity co n­ 
tinue to plo w and so w year after 
year, witho ut sto pping to think o r 
ask themselves is there a better way. 
I make it a fixed rule no t to do any 
wo rk 
when I am sure there is no 
mo ney in it. 
I wo uld a great deal 
rather do no thing than wo rk fo r 
no thing and bo ard myself. To the 
thinking readers 
o f the Practical 
Farmer I want to say, get a pencil 
and paj>er and figure what it will 
co st yo u to plo w and prepare an 
acre o f gro und fo r wheat in the fall. 
By referring to my last field plo wed 
and prepared fo r wheat, I find it co st 
me $53 to plo w and prepare ten 
acres o f lanu fo r wheat (in 1885), 
while it o nly co st me $9 to prepare 
twelve acres o f co rn gro und. As 1 said 
befo re 
I 
say 
again, 
that 
this 
thing o f plo wing fo r wheat in the fall 
o f the year is o nly a habit and an ex­ 
pensive o ne at that. 
The time was 
when I tho ught, like tho usands o f 
o ther farmers, th at a man must plo w 
fo r wheat, and undrr the o ld ro tatio n 
o f cro ps a man was co mpelled to , but 
fo r us there is a new and al>etterway, 
and all farmers can avo id fall plo w ing, 
with its hard wo rk o n man and team, 
by praticing a three year’s ro tatio n. 
Say a clo ver so d to begin with; first 
co rn then wheat, then clo ver, o r first 
P 
o tato es, then wheat, then clo ver, 
'o llo wing this pro cess, we get three 
cro ps with o ne plo wing, while with a 


farm to o ls at the pro per time, and 
the time spent in taking care o f them 
might so metimes be mo re valuable 
than the lo ss by expo sure, but this is 
the exceptio n no t the rule. No t o nly 
is there a lo ss by expo sure, but many 
times these implements are unexpect­ 
edly needed and are to be hunted up, 
which co nsumes valuable time, and 
when fo und are in a po o r co nditio n 
fo r use. 
Co llect them all up and see th at 
they are pro perly arranged, the parts 
all well adjusted just ready fo r use. 
cleanse them fro m dirt th at may he 
adhering to any part o f them. The 
wo o d parts will decay mo re if the 
dirt is left o n, to r tho ugh the dirt be 
dry when put away it will abso rb 
mo isture and ro t the wo o d. Give all 
the iro n parts a go o d o iling and wash 
the wo o d parts and give a co at o l 
paint. This will shield the wo o d fro m 
all atmo spherical changes thro ugh 
the winter. All the screws, nuts and 
o ther parts th a t may be wanted tc 
mo ve, o r any part th at wears bright 
fro m rubbing in use sho uhl be o iled so 
that the atmo sphere will no t hay« 
any effect. Implements treated this 
way will last lo nger and do better 
wo rk than if put away just as last 
used. It is needful th at the farmer 
lessen his expenses as much as po ssible 
in farm implements. 


Be G e n tle W ith th e t o w s . 
A co w is largely a creature o f habit, 
and will readily acco mmo date herself 
to the co nditio ns under which she is 
placed. It sho uld be bo rne in mind, 
ho wever, th a t any undue excitement 
tends to lesso n her butter pro ductive­ 
ness, and therefo re sho uld be avo ided. 
If a co w is chased with ft do g, ho unded 
here and there, co ntinually bo thered 
by steers o r mischievo us co lts, o r by 
bo th, uiid co nfined at night in a small 
yard, and devo ured by mo squito es, 
a small pail will ho ld her milk. 
But 
place the same co w in co mfo rtable 
surro undings, amo ngst co mpanio ns o f 
her o wn gentle kind, away fro m the 
anno yance o f o ther animals; put her 
in a clean sta b le , o ut o f the reach o f 
flies a t milking time, and then turn 
her o ut to enjo y a hearty meal o f 
dewy crass, and see if, under these 
altered co nditio ns, the same pail will 
ho ld what milk she gives. 
Co ws sho uld be treated with the ut­ 
mo st kindness. The man who , o n the 
slightest pro vo catio n, will strike o r 
kick a co w, is mo re deserving o f the 
same treatm ent than o f being paid 
wages. In fact an ill tempered man o r 
wo man is a decided damage aro und 
a 
co w yard. Even when a dangero us 
co w is fo und there is no o ccasio n to 
raise a disturbance with her. Dry her 
up and prepare her fo r the butcher; 
life is to o sho rt and precio us to ho t ti­ 
er with a mean co w. 
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Skill In F eed in g . 


There is much in a farmer kno wing 
when a pig is well led. It is very co n­ 
venient to have a pig fe« l in such a 
way th at it will no t go rge itself, al­ 
tho ugh feed is lying by it all the time. 
But we are satisfied th at there is no 
pro fit in this so rt o f co nvenience. The 
ho ggets tired o f so much sameness; 
fo o <l always at the no se beco mes stale. 
If fresh at every feeding, and appetite 
pro mpts, it is eaten with a relish. It 
requires much practice and skill o n 
the part o f a fanner to kno w when a 
ho g has the co rrect ratio n. The mo st 
successful feeder we kno w no tes the 
changes in the weather and its influence 
o n the appetite, and po rtio ns o ut the 
feed acco rdingly. On a rising tem­ 
perature the ratio n is decreased, and 
vice versa. Failing to do this his ho gs 
have clo yed when the temperature 
ran high, causing a lo ss o f thrift and 
gain fo r a few « lays. This sho uld al­ 
ways be guarded against .—Natio nal 
Sto ckman an« l Farmer.

1 take a 
cro p o f hay the first year, then plo w 
fo r co rn o r po tato es, then wheat, 
then clo ver again. 
Since ado pting 
this pro cess, I find my land is getting 
better every year, in fact I have in­ 
creased the net pro ceeds o f my farm 
o ver 50 per cent in eight years. 1 do 
no t attribute all these results to a 
three years’ ro tatio n, but to better 
metho ds all aro und. 


M anuring th e Garden. 
It is very necessary to keep the gar­ 
den rich, and if pro perly managed two 
cro ps and so metimes mo re can be 
raised in o ne seaso n; it is im po rtant 
th at care be taken to fertilize if neces­ 
sary every year. 
While co mmercial 
fertilizers can be used to so me extent, 
yet well ro tted animal manure must 
be the principal dependence. especially 
o n the farm. 
It is no t go o « l eco no my 
to use fresh manure fo r two reaso ns: 
One is th at it cbntains mo re o r less 
w'eed seeds, and the o ther is th at it is 
no t in an available co nditio n, and 
will be o f little benefit until ro tted 
and it will interfere mo re o r less with 
the preparatio n o f the so il and the 
cultivatio n o f the cro ps. When it can 
be do ne witho ut interfering to o much 
with the o ther wo rk, fall is a go o d 
time to apply manure. 
Unless the gro und is so slo ping th at 
it will be injured co nsiderably by 
washing during the winter, it is nearly 
always best to clear up tho ro ughly in 
the fall after the cro ps have all ma­ 
tured and then plo ugh deep and tho r­ 
o ugh. Then late in the fall o r early 
winter, befo re the gro und freezes to o 
hard to wo rk well, have o ut a go o d 
applicatio n o f manure, having it well 
ro tted and fined and scattering evenly 
o ver the surface and then with a go o d 
harro w o r cultivato r, wo rking well in­ 
to the so il. This is a better plan as 
there is less lo ss by bleaching o r evap­ 
o ratio n with the manure wo rked well 
into the so il, than if left o n the sur­ 
face. Ordinarily there is little risk o l 
getting the so il to o rich in the garden, 
so th at a go o d applicatio n can nearly 
always be given with benefit; and by 
spring a go o d per cent, o f the so luble 
po rtio ns will be taken lip and retain­ 
ed by the so il in a co nditio n to be used 
by the gro wing plants, much mo re so 
than will be do ne if the manure is no t 
applied until in the spring and with 
garden cro ps it is quite an item to 
have the manure wo rked tho ro ughly 
into theso il. 


S e e t o th e Farm Im p le m e n ts. 
No w the wo rking o f farm cro ps are 
o ver the implements sho uld all be 
under shelter. One 
expo sure no w.is wo rse and 
will do mo re injury to farm to o ls than 
three in winter. 
Decay takes place 
faster no w than in winter, as the 
change o f temperature and o ther co n­ 
ditio ns are no t so great o r frequent in 
winter. It is no t a t all times co n-

terially aids digestio n and cleanses 
the system o f impurities. As it acts 
upo n the blo o d, it acts upo n the life 
o f the fo wl. When the blo o d is thick 
ami clo tty, a dull, sick chicken will 
so o n fo llo w. 
Thin 
blo o d always 
means vigo ro us circulatio n, and o n 
go o d circulatio n o f the blo o d health 
largely depends. 
If yo ur fo wls lack 
activity tney need so mething to stir 
the blo o d fro m its sluggishness. We 
have every co nfidence In charco al, 
ami advise the farmer to barrel so me 
fo r feeding to his po ultry. 
Keep it in 
a dry place, and when needed, grind 
o r po und fine and mix with so ft fo o d,” 


Farm Hint*. 
Do no t sell the best pigs. 
Do no t let cuckie burs m ature see« ]. 
Mulch o nly after the gro und is 
fro zen. 
Do no t leave cabbage o r turnips o ut 
to o late. 
Be sure there is plenty o f light in 
the ho rse and co w stables. 
Head w’o rk o n the farm is as much 
wanted as hand wo rk. 
Give the co lts plenty o f ro o m to ex­ 
ercise if yo u want bo ne and muscle. 
In nearly all cases the mo st restless 
co w will pro ve the mo9t pro fitable. 
Generally no w the quicker the ho gs 
are fattened and marketed the better 
the pro fit. 


If the so il is dry, it will be a go o d 
plan to puddle the ro o ts o f the trees 
befo re setting them o ut. 
Under o rdinary co nditio ns there is 
no eco no my in cribbing the co rn with 
the shuck o n. 
In co mmencing to feed in the fall 
use what is mo st easily damaged first. 
Winter is by far the best time o n 
the m ajo rity o f farms to make ma­ 
nure if pro perly managed. 
Manure can no t co ntain anything 
no t in the fo o d supplied.

E X P E R T COUNTERFEITING. 


O n e Man W ho M ade an d P a s s e d 
O v er a Million D ollars. 
Perhaps the m ost surprising curios­ 
ities in the T reasury scrap-book are 
proofs of certain plates which appear 
to have had their surfaces scratched 
and battered to the utm ost possible 
extent, saj s a correspondent of the 
St. 
Louis 
Globe-Democrat. 
The 
plates were those of the fam ous 7-30 
bonds, executed by Charles II. Smith 
and printed by C harlet Brockway, 
which were the occasion of a great 
lawsuit against the G overnm ent. Such 
works of a rt were they th a t no ques­ 
tion of their genuineness was raised 
until Ja y Cooke and Co. for Wardell 
$84,000 w orth of them to the T reas­ 
ury here for redem ption. 
Although 
Mr. Casilear declared them counter­ 
feits, it was claimed th a t they m ust 
have been printed from the original 
plates m ade by the Treasury, and on 
the strength of th a t assum ption suit 
was brought by Ja y Cooke A Co. 
against the Governm ent. 
The cause 
was lost by the plaintiffs, however. 
.Smith was undoubtedly the m ost 
rem arkable forger th a t ever lived. F or 
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S o w in g A fter P low in g. 
L and needs rest. Soil requires stir­ 
ring and then absolute rest. This is 
one of the secrets of successful farm ­ 
ing. Business men of tins century 
never take rest, and the farm ers wish 
to run their land along in the same 
way. They dem and th a t it should be 
paying all of the time, and it seems 
only to be paying when it is growing 
something. Now land is often paying 
the best interest on itself when it is 
resting absolutely. 
One great fault of E astern 
and 
Western firm lands is not lack of rich­ 
ness and fertility, strictly speaking, 
but the lack of readily available plant 
bod. The food is in the soil in abun­ 
dance, but it is not yet really for the 
plants to use. 
All vegetables have to 
decompose and then dass through a 
ffieniical nrocess and mix with the 
•oil to be in the best condition to feed 
the plants. This process is performed 
ny the air, ram and sunshine. These 
three m ust combine to bring the land 
into the proper condition for seeds. 
In the fall the corn stubble field, or 
the grass lot is turned over with the 
plow, and the wheat sown upon it 
immediately. In the first place the 
iorn has m ade a heavy dem and upon 
the strength of the soil, and has prob­ 
i t y exhausted all of the available 
plant food in it. 
It is not reasonable 
:hen to suppose th a t the wheat can 
ne grown imm ediately on the same 
and. 
More m anure and fertilizers? 
No, th a t is n o t w hat the soil needs. 
It is rest. 
A two weeks’ rest will do 
more good to it than tons of fertili­ 
zers. Plow the soil thoroughly, ami 
:hen let it rest so th a t the action of 
Jie sun, rain and air m ay go on un- 
nterruptedly. The particles of soil 
ire loosely throw n together, and the 
Air gets far down into the subsoil. 
The rains soak through it, and tile 
m n warm s and heats it by turns. 
No tim e is so good for this as Hie 
•september sun and 
weather. The 
*un is still hot, and even during the 
;arly p art of Get oiler, and the cool, 
Hoist 
nights 
give the 
necessary 
ligature. Decomposition and n itri- 
ication go on rapidly, aud the soil 
m proves as rapidly under this rest as 
i worn-out 
bookkeeper does when 
eft in the country to do nothing but 
•est in the sum m er time. 
Even grass land is greatly improved 
jy this process which m akes food 
ivailable to plants. 
Above all do 
lot plow to day and sow to-m orrow, 
l’he soil is given no chance then to re­ 
cuperate. 
D o n ’t P low for W heat. 
Plowing for wheat is the order of 


farm tools a t the proper time, and 
the tim e spent in taking care of them 
might som etim es be more valuable 
th an the loss by exposure, but this is 
the exception not the rule. Not only 
is there a loss by exposure, b u t many 
tim es these im plem ents are unexpect­ 
edly needed and are to be hunted up, 
which consumes valuable time, and 
when found are in a poor condition 
for use. 
Collect them all up and see th a t 
they are properly arranged, the p arts 
all well adjusted just ready for use. 
cleanse them from d irt th a t m ay he 
adhering to any p a rt of them. Tile 
wood p a rts will decay m ore if the 
d irt is left on, tor though the d irt be 
dry when p u t away it will absorb 
m oisture and ro t the wood. Give all 
the iron p a rts a good oiling and wash 
the wood p a rts and give a coat ol 
paint. This will shield the wood from 
all atm ospherical changes 
through 
the winter. All the screws, nuts and 
other p a rts th a t m ay be wanted tc 
move, or any p a rt th a t wears bright 
from rubbing in use should be oiled so 
th a t the atm osphere will not have 
any effect. 
Implem ents treated this 
way will last longer and do better 
work than if put aw ay just as last 
used. 
It is needful th a t the farm er 
lessen his expenses as much as possible 
in farm implements. 


Be G en tle W ith th * c o w * . 
A cow is largely a creature of habit, 
and will readily accom m odate herself 
to the conditions under which she is 
placed. It should be borne in mind, 
however, th a t any undue excitement 
tends to lesson her bu tter productive­ 
ness, and therefore should be avoided. 
If a cow is chased with a dog, hounded 
here and tnere, continually bothered 
by steers or mischievous colts, or by 
both, and confined a t night in a small 
yard, and devoured by m osquitoes, 
a small pail will hold her milk. 
But 
place the same cow in com fortable 
surroundings, amongst com panions of 
her own gentle kind, aw ay from the 
annoyance of other anim als; put lier 
in a clean stable, out of the reach of 
flies a t milking time, and then turn 
her out to enjoy a hearty meal of 
dewy grass, and see if, under these 
altered conditions, the same pail will 
hold w hat milk she gives. 
Cows should be treated with the u t­ 
m ost kindness. The man who, on the 
slightest provocation, will strike or 
kick a cow, is more deserving of the 
sam e treatm ent than of being paid 
wages. In fact an ill tempered m an or 
woman is a deckled damage around a 
cow yard. 
Even when a dangerous 
cow Is found there is no occasion to 
raise a disturbance with her. Dry her 
up and prepare her for the butcher; 
life is too short and precious to bot li­ 
er with a mean cow.

acre of ground for wheat in the fall. 
By referring to my last field plowed 
and prepared for wheat, I find it cost 
me $53 to plow and prepare ten 
acres of land for wheat (in 1885), 
while it only cost me $9 to prepare 
twelve acres of corn ground. As I said

this 
thing of plowing for wheat in the fall 
of the year is only a habit and an ex­ 
pensive one a t th a t. 
The tim e was 
when I thought, like thousands of 
other farmers, th a t a man m ust plow 
for wheat, and under the old rotation 
of crops a man was compelled to, but 
for us there is a new and a hotter way, 
and all farm ers can avoid fall plowing, 
with its hard work on man and team , 
by prancing a three year’s rotation. 


Skill In F eed in g. 


There is much in a farm er knowing 
when a pig is well led. 
It is very con­ 
venient to have a pig fed in such a 
way th a t it will not gorge itself, al­ 
though feed is lying by it all the time. 
But we are satisfied th a t there is no 
profit in this sort of convenience. The 
hoggets tired of so much sameness; 
food always a t the nose becomes stale. 
If fresh a t every feeding, and appetite 
prom pts, it is eaten with a relish. 
It 
requires much practice and skill on 
the p a rt of a farm er to know when a 
hog has the correct ration. The m ost 
successful feeder we know notes the 
changes in the weather and its influence 
on the appetite, and portions out the 
feed accordingly. On a rising tem ­ 
perature the ration is decreased, and 
vice versa. 
F ailingtodo this his hogs 
have cloyed when the tem perature 
ran high, causing a loss of thrift and 
gain for a few days. This should al­ 
be guarded against .—National 
arm er.

pay a clover sod to begin with; first 
corn then wheat, then clover, or first 
potatoes, then wheat, then clover. 
Following this process, we get three 
crops with one plowing, while with a 
four years’ ro tatio n we m u tt plow 
twice for four crops; then with a three 
years’ ro tatio n we have our hind in 
clover every three years. 
I take a 
crop of hay the first year, then plow 
for corn or potatoes, then wheat, 
then clover again. 
Since adopting 
this process, I find my land is getting 
better every year, in fact I have in­ 
creased the net proceeds of my farm 
over 50 per cent in eight years. 
I do 
not a ttrib u te all these results to a 
three years’ rotation, but to better 
m ethods all around. 


M anuring th o G arden. 
It is very necessary’ to keep the gar­ 
den rich, and if properly managed two 
crops and sometimes more can be 
raised in one season; it is im portant 
th a t care be taken to fertilize if neces­ 
sary every year. 
While commercial 
fertilizers can be used to some extent, 
yet well ro tted anim al m anure must 
be the principal dependence, especially 
on the farm . 
It is not good economy 
to use fresh m anure for two reasons; 
One is th a t it contains more or less 
weed seeds, and the other is th a t it is 
not in an available condition, and 
will be of little benefit until rotted 
and it will interfere more or less with 
the preparation of the soil and the 
cultivation of the crops. When it can 
be done w ithout interfering too much 
with the other work, fall is a good 
tim e to apply m anure. 
Unless the ground is so sloping th a t 
it will be injured considerably by 
washing during the winter, it is nearly 
always best to clear up thoroughly in 
the fall after the crops have all m a­ 
tured and then plough deep and th o r­ 
ough. Then late in the fail or early 
winter, before the ground freezes too 
hard to work well, have out a good 
application of m anure, having it well 
rotted and fined and scattering evenly 
over the surface and then with a good 
harrow or cultivator, working well in­ 
to the soil. This is a better plan as 
there is less loss by bleaching or evap­ 
oration with the m anure worked well 
into the soil, than if left on the sur­ 
face. Ordinarily there is little risk ol 
getting the soil too rich in the garden, 
so th a t a good application can nearly 
always be given with benefit; and by 
spring a good per cent, of the soluble 
portions will be taken up and retain­ 
ed by the soil in a condition to be used 
by the growing plants, much more so 
than will be done if the m anure is not 
applied until in the spring and with 
garden crops it is quite an item to 
have the m anure worked thoroughly 
into the soil.

S e e t o th e Farm Im p lem en t* . 
Now the working of farm crops are 
over the implements should all be 
collected and put under shelter. One 
month of exposure now.is worse and 
will do more injury to farm tools than 
three in winter. 
Decay takes place 
faster now than in winter,, as the 
change of temperature and other con­ 
ditions are not so great or frequent in 
winter. It is not at all times con­ 
venient for the farcer to care for 


A C h ea p Paint for O u t-b u ll lings. 
Skim milk, sweet, mix the thickness 
of cream with common cistern cement 
—fresh is preferable—and 
laid on 
wood or brick, is an excellent p a in t- 
m ore enduring than white lead and 
oil, as commonly sold. It stood for 
me on a rough boarded barn for 
twenty-four years, and I repainted 
chiefly because the cornice, doors, and 
other trimmings, painted with pure 
oxide of iron and oil, had faded. The 
color of the milk and lime is yellowish 
stone color, and m ay be changed by 
the addition of any of the usual eartn- 
ly pigments w ithout injury to the 
paint. The lime in the cement and 
the caseine in the milk form an insol­ 
uble compound. The inference would 
seem to be th a t Holsteins and other 
cattle whose milk is rich in caseine, 
would furnish skim milk better suited 
to the purpose than Jerseys or b utter­ 
making cows.—H usbandm an. 


C h arcoal In th e P ou ltry Yard. 
“When freely used in the poultry 
yard, charcoal is of great value. 
II 
ground or pounded fine and fed to 
the fowls in their soft food,” says 
one who has had experience, “it m a­ 
terially aids digestion and cleanses 
the system of impurities. As it acts 
upon the blood, it acts upon the life 
of the fowl. When the blood is thick 
and clotty’, a dull, sick chicken will 
soon follow. 
Thin 
blood always 
means vigorous circulation, and on 
good circulation of the blood health 
largely depends. 
If your fowls lack 
activity they need som ething to stir 
the blood from its sluggishness. 
We 
have every’ confidence in charcoal, 
and advise the farm er to barrel some 
for feeding to his poultry. 
Keep it in 
a dry place, and when needed, grind 
or pound fine and mix with soft food.” 


Farm H ints. 
_ 
Do not sell the best pigs. 
Do not let cuekie burs m ature seed. 


Mulch only after 
the ground is 
frozen. 
Do not leave cabbage or turnips out 
too late. 
Be sure there is plenty of light in 
the horse and cow stables. 
Head work on the farm is as much 
wanted as hand work. 
Give the colts plenty’ of room to ex­ 
ercise if you w ant bone and muscle. 
In nearly all cases the m ost restless 
cow will prove the m ost profitable. 
Generally now the quicker the hogs 
are fattened and m arketed the better 
the profit. 


If the soil is dry, it will be a good 
plan to puddle the roots of the trees 
before setting them out. 
Under ordinary conditions there is 
no economy in cribbing the corn with 
the shuck on. 
In commencing to feed in the fall 
use w hat is m ost easily dam aged first. 


Winter is by far the best time on 
the majority of farms to make ma­ 
nure if properly managed. 


Manure can not contain anything 
not in the food supplied. The quality 
of the manure depends largely upon 
the feed. 


When the potatoes are dry is the 
best time to select seeds; take from 
the m ost prolific hills. 
Before the corn is fully matured is 
the best time to select seed for next 
year’s planting- 
When fruit or vegetables are stored 
in the cellar keep the doors open At 
ingbt till cold weather efts ip.

Trouble in Brazil \Miicli May Result 
in the Disintegration of the 
Republic. 


Three of the Most Important Prov­ 
inces of the Country Declare 
Their Independence. 


L o n d o n . N o v . 
1 1 .— A dispatch just re­ 
ceived here from Pernam buco says th at the 
Province of G raopana has declared its inde­ 
pendence of the B razilian republic and that 
the Province ol B ahia is expected also to 
throw of the yoke of allegiance to the re­ 
public. This action is due to dissatisfaction 
at the assum ption of dictatorial powers by 
President Fonseca. 
The Province of Pernam buco has joined 
the province ol Rio G rande de Sul in de­ 
claring its independence. G reat excitem ent 
prevails in Rio de Janerio and throughout 
Brazil. 
It is reported here to-night th at 
M arshal da Fonseca lias been inform ed that 
lie is suffering from u disease which m ust 
soon cause hia death and th at he has an­ 
nounced bis willingness to resign the reins 
of power. 
The German population of Rio Grande de 
Sul is reported to be organizing its arm ed 
bodies ot men on the plan ot the D utch 
6ett)crs of South Africa, and to be deter­ 
m ined to delend the independence of their 
new state. 
The troojis under the com m and 
ot M arshal da Fonseca are said to have 
been ordered to move upon Rio Grande de 
Sul. 
This report, however, is not believed 
here, as it is understood th a t the dictator 
has been warned by his m ost trusted ad­ 
m irers to do everything possible to avoid 
bloodshed. 
A still later rum or has it that 
there has been a cotiflut 


WITH SERIOUS LOSS O f LIVE 
between the supporters of the governm ent 
and the colonists who have just declared 
iheir independence. 
The province of Rio 
Grande de Sui lias declared its independ­ 
ence, and as it is reported th at this inde­ 
pendent territory includes about 50,<JUO 
fighting G erm ans am ong its population, 
the revolution there is undoubtedly serious. 
There had been fighting in the province of 
Ilio G rande de Sul, but the telegraph wires 
leading from the supposed scene of the 
fighting having been cut som e tim e m ust 
elapse before definite news gets even so far 
as Rio de Janeiro. 
M erchants and others in this city inter­ 
ested in the finances or trade of Brazil are 
doing their utm ost to obtain som e kind of 
inform ation from their agents in Brazil, 
but th eir efforts do not seem to be m eeting 
with m uch success. 
Late this alterrioon, 
however, the announcem ent wss made th at 
at least another province—Pernam buco— 
had revolted against the dictation of M ar­ 
shal da Fonseca, and had declared itself 
independent of the governm ent as now 
constituted. 
By the sam e source it became 
know n th a t at least two other prov<nces 
were on the verge of declaring their iude- 
l-endence, and rum or also had it that the 
“restoration” party held sway in one of the 
revolted districts. 
This report, which comes from Bahia, 
m ay have its origin in im perialist circles; 
t ut be th at how it may, the situation ol af­ 
fairs would seem to indicate a long and 
bloody civil war in the near future, the 
overthrow of Da Fonseca's dictatorship, 
and the establishm ent in Brazil ot a num ­ 
ber of separate republics som ew hat sim ilar 
to those of South A iries. 


D E S T R U C T I V E T O L I F E . 


O ver T w o H u n d r e d P e r s o n s K ille d by 
t h e K e c e u t C y c lo n e In In d ie . 
C a lc u tta . Nov. 11.— A s further details re­ 
garding the cyclone w hich passed over this 
part of In d ia on M onday ot last week are 
received, it is seen th at the dam age done is 
very extensive. 
Besides th e loss of seventy-seven lives oc­ 
casioned tv the sinking ot the Indian gov- 
ernaient steam er Enterprise, which fouud- 
ered at the A ndam an islands and the kill­ 
ing of sizty convicts, there no doubt has 
been large loss ut life at other places along 
tne coast. 
Advices from various parts of 
O risua a province of India, iu Bengal, 
state th a t the cyclone passed over that sec­ 
tion oi the country and did great damage. 
T he eastern part of the province lies along 
the shores of the bay of Bengal and this 
section was therefore exposed to the full 
lory of the gale, which gained terrific force 
as it swept across the bay. 
The cyclone 
cleared a path through the forest# uproot­ 
ing gigantic trees and huriing them aside 
m though they were reeds. No house could 
stand the terrible energy of th e gale, and 
every dw elling or other structure w ithin 
the path of the cyclone was either sw ept 
fio zu its foundations or hteraU v picked up, 
turned over and deposited at som e distance 
from the place where it had original ly 
stood. 
The wind also did m uch dam age in 
the vicinity ot Calcutta, or at least below 
th at city. 
No estim ate can as yet be m ade of the 
total loss of life, but from ail the details re­ 
ceived it is know n positively that at least 
209 persons were drow ned or killed by tail­ 
ing trees or flying debri*. 
Every fm ail craft, w ithout apparently a 
single exception, caught at sea by the cy­ 
clone, was either sw am ped after a short 
struggl* with the storm or swept a.-Lore, 
and then dashed to p.eres am id th e surC 
A num ber oi^native* not included in the 
present estim ate lost th eir lives in this m an­ 
ner. 
Tiie dam age done to crops and other 
property throughout N orth A ndam an isl­ 
and. M iddic A ndam an island and fiouth 
A ndam an isiand,com prising thegrcat A nd­ 
am ans and over the little A ndam ans, in­ 
cluding Interview island, O utram island, 
H enry Lawrence island aud R utland island, 
is judged to be very heavy.

He affirmed that every 
Londoner is daily supplied with near­ 
ly twenty-five gallons of water convey­

Sewerage is not a savory 
subject, and we are not much inter­ 
rested at being told that the London 
sewers measure about eiehty miles in 
length, but we were distinctly cratified 
at hearing that the m ortality of the 
metropolis had decreased from 80 per 
thousand in 1690 to 19.8 per thou* 
sand in 1890.

E X P E R T C O UNTERFEIT IN G . 


O n e 
Man W h o M a d e a n d P a s s e d 
O v e r a Million Dollars. 
Perhaps the most surprising curios­ 
ities in the Treasury scrap-book are 
proofs of certain plates which appear 
to have had their surfaces scratched 
and battered to the utmost possible 
extent, says a correspondent of the 
St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat. 
The 
plates were those of the famous 7-30 
bonds, executed by Charles H. Smith 
and printed by Charles Brockway, 
which were the occasion of a great 
lawsuit againsttheGovernment. Such 
works of art were they that no ques­ 
tion of their genuineness was raised 
until Jay Cooke and Co. forwarded 
$84,000 worth of them to the Treas­ 
ury here for redemption. 
Although 
Mr. Casilear declared them counter­ 
feits, it was claimed th at they must 
have been printed from the original 
plates made by the Treasury, and on 
the strength of that assumption suit 
was brought by Jay Cooke & Co. 
against theGovernment. 
The cause 
was lost by the plaintiffs, however. 
Smith was undoubtedly the most 
remarkable forger that ever lived. For 
twenty years, while leading a life of 
the utmost apparent respectability, 
he produced counterfeit after counter­ 
feit of the most marvelous character, 
both of notes and bonds, from $50 to 
$ 1,000. 
Probably not less than $1,- 
000,000 of imitation money of this 
manufacture found its way into circu­ 
lation. 
It was only through the dis­ 
covery of his association with tlie no­ 
torious plate printer, Brockway, him­ 
self a marvelous expert in his line, 
th at Smith was arrested in 1881 at 
42 Ilerkimer street, Brooklyn. Thus 
was broken up one of the most dan­ 
gerous combinations against the na­ 
tional finances that have ever existed. 
Smith and Brockway did all they 
could to give evidence against one an­ 
other, each for tlie sake of securing 
his own immunity from punishment, 
after the manner of counterfeiters, 
who invariably, w hen they are caught, 
turn traitors to their comrades.

THE FARM AND STABLE. 


A rather curious anecdote is related 
of Kouget de 1 ’ Isle, the composer of 
the “Marseillaise,” who was the son 
of a lawyer at Lons-le-Saunier. When 
a mere boy, about 2 years of age, he 
one day left the house unobserved by 
anyone except Ca»sar, the old house­ 
dog. One of the gypsy women, who 
were passing at the time, struck by 
his beauty and elegance of his attire, 
suddenly seized him, and wrapping 
him in her apron hurried away as fast 
as she could. The dog recognized the 
cries of the child, rushed after the 
woman and seized her by the leg and 
compelled her to drop the burden. 
By this time the whole house had been 
aroused, and young Rouget’s parents 
and the servants came up, delivered 
the boy and had the woman arrested.

H l g h - P r i c e S ta r v a t io n .

S o w i n g A fte r P lo w in g. 
Land needs rest. Soil requires stir­ 
ring and then absolute rest. This is 
one of the secrets of successful farm­ 
ing. Business men of this century 
never take rest, and the farmers wish 
to run their land along in the same 
way. They demand that it should be 
paying all of the time, and it seems 
only to be paying when it is growing 
something. Now land is often paying 
the best interest on itself when it is 
resting absolutely. 
One great fault of Eastern 
and 
Western firm lands is not lack of rich­ 
ness and fertility, strictly speaking, 
but the lack of readily available plant 
‘ood. The food is in the soil in abun­ 
dance, but it is not yet ready for the 
plants to use. All vegetables have to 
decompose and then pass through a 
ffiemical process and mix with the 
soil to be in the best condition to feed 
the plants. This process is performed 
by the air, rain and sunshine. These 
three must combine to bring the land 
into the proper condition for seeds. 
In the fall the corn-stubble field, or 
the grass lot is turned over with the 
plow’, and the wheat sown upon it 
jnmediately. In the first place the 
iorn has made a heavy demand upon 
the strength of the soil, and has prob­ 
ably exhausted all of the available 
plant food in it. Jt is not reasonable 
then to suppose th at the wheat can 
be grown immediately on the same 
and. More manure and fertilizers? 
So, th at is not what the soil needs. 
It is rest. A two weeks’ rest will do 
more good to it than tons of fertili­ 
sers. Plow the soil thoroughly, and 
then let it rest so that the action of 
:ho sun, rain and air may go on un- 
nterruptedly. The particles of soil 
are loosely thrown together, and the 
air gets far down into the subsoil. 
The rains soak through it, and the 
Min warms and heats it by turns. 
No time is so good for this as the 
September sun and weather. The 
jun is still hot, and even during the 
»arly part of October, and the cool, 
noist 
nights 
give the 
necessary 
nffisture. Decomposition and nitri- 
ic&tion go on rapidly, aud the soil 
mproves as rapidly under this rest as 
a worn-out bookkeeper does when 
eft in the country to do nothing but 
*est in the summer time. 
Even grass land is greatly improved 
jy this process which makes food 
available to plants. Above all do 
lot plow to-day and sow to-morrow. 
Fhe soil is given no chance then to Te­ 
mperate. 
D o n ’t P lo w for W h e a t. 
Plowing for wheat is the order of 
the day, says M. E. King, in Practical 
Farmer. On almost every farm the 
plow has been started or will in a few 
Jays. Plowing for wheat seems to 
have become a fixed habit with the 
average farmer. Farmers agree that 
with 
an average crop at present 
prices, there is no money in raising 
wheat, and yet a large majority con­ 
tinue to plow and sow year after 
year, without stopping to think or 
ask themselves is there a better way. 
I make it a fixed rule not to do any 
work 
when I am sure there is no 
money in it. I would a great deal 
rather do nothing than work for 
nothing and board myself. To the 
thinking readers of the Practical 
Farmer I want to say, get a pencil 
and paper and figure what it will 
cost you to plow and prepare an 
acre of ground for wheat in the fall. 
By referring to my last field plowed 
and prepared for wheat, I find it cost 
me $53 to plow and prepare ten 
acres of land for wheat (in 1885), 
while it only cost me $9 to prepare 
twelve acres of corn ground. As 1 said 
before 
I 
say 
again, 
that 
this 
thing of plowing for wheat in the fall 
of the year is only a habit and an ex­ 
pensive one at that. 
The time was 
when I thought, like thousands of 
other farmers, that a man must plow 
for wheat, and under the old rotation 
of crops a man w as compelled to, but 
for us there is a new and a better way, 
and all farmers can avoid fall plow ing, 
with its hard work on man and team, 
by pratieing a three year’s rotation. 
8ay a clover sod to begin with; first 
corn then wheat, then clover, or first 
potatoes, then wheat, then clover. 
Following this process, we get three 
crops with one plowing, while with a 
four years’ rotation we must plow 
twice for four crops; then with a three 
years’ rotation we have our land in 
clover every three years. 
I take a 
crop of hay the first year, then plow’ 
for corn or potatoes, then wheat, 
then clover atrain. 
Since adopting 
this process, I find my land is getting 
better every year, in fact I have in­ 
creased the net proceeds of my farm 
over 50 per cent in eight years. I do 
not attribute all these results to a 
three years’ rotation, but to better 
methods all around. 


Manurin g t h e Garden. 
It is very necessary to keep the gar­ 
den rich, and if properly managed two 
crops and sometimes more can be 
raised in one season; it is important 
that care be taken to fertilize if neces­ 
sary every year. 
While commercial 
fertilizers can be used to some extent, 
yet well rotted animal manure must 
be the principal dependence, especially 
on the farm. 
It is not good economy 
to use fresh manure for two reasons: 
One is that it cbntains more or less 
weed seeds, and the other is th at it is 
not in an available condition, and 
will be of little benefit until rotted 
and it will interfere more or less with 
the preparation of the soil and the 
cultivation of the crops. When it can 
be done without interfering too much 
with the other work, fall is a good 
time to apply manure. 
Unless the ground is so sloping that 
it will be injured considerably by 
w’ashing during the winter, it is nearly 
always best to clear up thoroughly in 
the fall after the crops have all ma­ 
tured and then plough deep and thor­ 
ough. Then late in the fall or early 
winter, before the ground freezes too 
hard to work well, have out a good 
application of manure, having it w’ell 
rotted and fined and scattering evenly 
over the surface and then with a good 
harrow or cultivator, working well in­ 
to the soil. This is a better plan as 
there is less loss by bleaching or evap­ 
oration with the manure worked well 
into the soil, than if left on the sur­ 
face. Ordinarily there is little risk ol 
getting the soil too rich in the garden, 
so th at a good application can nearly 
always be given with benefit; and by 
spring a good per cent, of the soluble 
portions w ill be taken up and retain­ 
ed by the soil in a condition to be used 
by the growing plants, much more so 
than will be done if the manure is not 
applied until in the spring and with 
garden crops it is quite an item to 
have the manure worked thoroughly 
into the soil. 


S e e t o t h e Farm I m p l e m e n t s . 
Now the working of farm crops are 
over the implements should all be 
collected and put under shelter. One 
month of exposure now.is worse and 
will do more injury to farm tools than 
three in winter. 
Decay takes place 
faster now than in winter, as the 
change of temperature and other con­ 
ditions are not so great or frequent in 
winter. It is not at all times con­ 
venient for the farmer to care for 


farm tools nt the proper time, and 
the time spent in taking care of them 
might sometimes be more valuable 
than the loss by exposure, but this is 
the exception not the rule. Not only 
is there a loss by exposure, but many 
times these implements are unexpect­ 
edly needed and are to be hunted up, 
which consumes valuable time, and 
when found are in a poor condition 
for use. 
Collect them all up and see that 
they are properly arranged, the parts 
all well adjusted just ready for use. 
cleanse them from dirt that may fie 
adhering to any part of them. The 
wood parts will decay more if the 
dirt is left on, tor though the dirt be 
dry when put away it will absorb 
moisture and rot the wood. Give all 
the iron parts a good oiling and wash 
the wood parts and give a coat ol 
paint. This will shield the wood from 
all atmospherical changes through 
the winter. All the screws, nuts and 
other parts th at may be wanted tc 
move, or any part that wears bright 
from rubbing in use should be oiled so 
th at the atmosphere will not have 
any effect. Implements treated this 
way will last longer and do better 
work than if put away just as last 
used. It is needful that the farmer 
lessen his expenses as much as possible 
in farm implements. 


Be G e n t le With t h e t o w s . 
A cow is largely a creature of habit, 
and will readily accommodate herself 
to the conditions under which she is 
placed. It should be borne in mind, 
however, th at any undue excitement 
tends to lesson her butter productive­ 
ness, and therefore should be avoided. 
If a cow is chased with a dog, hounded 
here and tfiere, continually bothered 
by steers or mischievous colts, or by 
both, and confined at night in a small 
yard, and devoured by mosquitoes, 
a small pail will hold her milk. But 
place the same cow in comfortable 
surroundings, amongst companions of 
her own gentle kind, away from the 
annoyance of other animals; put her 
in a clean stable, out of the reach of 
flies at milking time, and then turn 
her out to enjoy a hearty meal of 
dewy grass, and see if, under these 
altered conditions, the same pail will 
hold what milk she gives. 
Cows should be treated with the ut­ 
most kindness. The man who, on the 
slightest provocatfon, will strike or 
kick a cow, is more deserving of the 
same treatment than of being paid 
wages. In fact an il! tempered man or 
woman is a decided damage around a 
cow yard. Even when a dangerous 
cow is found there is no occasion to 
raise a disturbance with her. Dry her 
up and prepare her for the butcher; 
life is too snort and precious to both­ 
er with a mean cow.

Skill In F e e d in g . 
There is much in a farmer knowing 
when a pig is well led. It is very con­ 
venient to have a pig fed in such a 
way that it will not gorge itself, al­ 
though feed is lying by it all the time. 
But we are satisfied that there is no 
profit in this sort of convenience. The 
hoggets tired ol so much sameness; 
food always at the nose becomes staie. 
If fresh at every feeding, and appetite 
prompts, it is eaten with a relish. It 
requires much practice and skill on 
the part of a farmer to know when a 
hog has the correct ration. The most 
successful feeder we know notes the 
changes in the weather and its influence 
on the appetite, and portions out the 
feed accordingly. On a rising tern- j 
perature the ration is decreased, and 
vice versa. Fuilingtodo this his hogs 
have cloyed when the temperature 
ran high, causing a loss of thrift and 
gain for a few days. This should al 
ways be guarded against .—National j 
.Stockman ami Farmer. 


A C h e a p Paint for O u t -b u ll lings. 
Skim milk, sweet, mix the thickness 
of cream with common cistern cement 
—fresh is preferable—and 
laid on 
wood or brick, is an excellent p a in t- 
more enduring than white lead and 
oil, as commonly sold. It stood for 
me on a rough boarded barn for 
twenty-four years, and I repainted 
chiefly because the cornice, doors, and 
other trimmings, painted with pure 
oxide of iron and oil, had faded. The 
color oi the milk and lime is yellowish 
stone color, and may be changed by 
the addition of any of the usual eartn- 
ly pigments without injury to the 
paint. The lime in the cement and 
the caseine in the milk form an insol­ 
uble compound. The inference would 
seem to be that Holsteins and other 1 
cattle whose milk is rich in caseine, 
would furnish skim milk better suited 
to the purpose than Jerseys or butter- 
making cows.—Husbandman. 


C h a rc o a l In t h e P o u ltr y Yard. 
“When freely used in the poultry 
yard, charcoal is of great value. II 
ground or pounded fine and fed to 
the fowls in their soft food,” says 
one who has had experience, “it ma­ 
terially aids digestion and cleanses 
the system of impurities. As it acts 
upon the blood, it acts upon the life 
of the fowl. When the blood is thick 
and clotty, a dull, sick chicken will 
soon follow. 
Thin blood always 
means vigorous circulation, and on 
good circulation of the blood health 
largely depends. 
If your fowls lack 
activity they need something to stir 
the blood from its sluggishness. We 
have everj' confidence in charcoal, 
and advise the farmer to barrel some 
for feeding to his poultry. Keep it in 
a dry place, and when needed, grind 
or pound fine and mix with soft food,” 


Farm Hints. 
Do not sell the best pigs. 
Do not let cuckie burs mature seed. 
Mulch only after the ground is 
frozen. 
Do not leave cabbage or turnips out 
too late. 
Be sure there is plenty of light in 
the horse and cow stables. 
Head work on the farm is as much 
wanted as hand work. 
Give the colts plenty of room to ex­ 
ercise if you want bone and muscle. 
In nearly all cases the most restless 
cow will prove the most profitable. 
Generally now the quicker the hogs 
are fattened and marketed the better 
the profit. 


If the soil is dry, it will be a good 
plan to puddle the roots of the trees 
before setting them out. 
Under ordinary conditions there is 
no economy in cribbing the corn with 
the shuck on. 
In commencing to feed in the fall 
use what is most easily damaged first. 
Winter is by far the best time on 
the majority of farms to make ma­ 
nure if properly managed. 
Manure can not contain anything 
not in the food supplied. The quality 
of the manure depends largely upon 
the feed. 
When the potatoes are dry is the 
best time to select seeds; take from 
the most prolific hills. 
Before the corn is fully matured is 
the best time to select seed for next 
year’s planting- 
When fruit or vegetables ars stored 
in the cellar keep the doors open at 
ingbt till cold weather sets ip.
